(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, 
more than one year prior to the date of the application for patent in the United States, or 

(c) he has abandoned the invention, or 

(d) the invention was first patented or caused to be patented, or was the subject of an inventor's certificate, by the applicant or his legal 
representatives or assigns in a foreign country prior to the date of the application for patent in this country on an application for patent or 
inventor's certificate filed more than twelve months* before the filing of the application in the United States, or 

(e) the invention was described in 

(1) an application for patent published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effect under this 
subsection of a national application published under 122(b) only if the international application designating the United States was 
published under Article 21(2)(a) of such treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for 
patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United States for purposes of this subsection based on the filing of an
